One Reason For 
Supply Lack

COLUMBUS, O, —Conservation 
of the rapidly dwindling fish sup­ 
ply in the Great Irakés I» sought 
by members of the Lake Erie In­ 
ternational 
Conservation Council 
recently organized here. 
Charter members of' the council 
include fish and game commission­ 
ers of the States of New York, 
Ohio, Michigan and Pennsylvania 
and Canadian officials representing 
provinces bordering on the Great 
Lakes. 
Pollution 
and 
indiscriminate 
fishing are held responsible for the 
steadily diminishing 
amount 
of 
fish taken from the Great Lakes. 
The annual 
catch 
from 
l^ake 
Erie, it 
was 
stated, fell from 
76,058,662 pounds 
in 
1915, 
to 
37,628,056 pounds last 
year. 
A 
valuation of approximately 
$4,- 
000,000 was placed upon the catch 
from Lake Erie in 1926. 
Governor Vic Dohaney, of Ohio, 
and Charles V. Truax, agricultural 
<]Hector of the Buckeye State, were 
among the conferees at the initial 
session here. 
Representatives of 
the federal bureau of fisheries, al­ 
so were present. 
To Hold Conferences 
The council will hold a series of 
conferences, it was announced, for 
the purpose of determining upon a 
definite 
program, 
designed 
t» 
bring about conservation, and oi 
drafting proposed uniform legisla­ 
tion regulating commercial fishing 
in Lake Erie particularly. 
Declaring 
that 
the 
situation 
“demands prompt adoption of intel­ 
ligent and uniform 
policies 
of 
conservation by the states 
and 
provinces bordering 
Lake 
Erie,” 
Director Truax, 
announced 
that 
ieading commercial fishermen op­ 
erating in the Ohio waters of Lake 
Erie, making many concessions, 
have agreed to co-operate in the 
anforcement of conservation meas­ 
ures.

“For over forty years no individual or small 
group has owned a controlling interest in or even 
a relatively substantial part of the stock of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company (or 
its predecessor The American 
Bell 
Telephone 
Company). 
That an organization 
with

large and widespread ownership and with a man­ 
agement actuated by a sense of trusteeship can 
progress along right lines, and has made prog­ 
ress, is evidenced by the record.

According to Mr. Weakley,

States Supreme Court, in 1846, rendered a 
decision which declared that Alabama owned 
the navigable waters and the soils 
under 
them, vubject to the rights surrounded to 
the United States in the Constitution. 
In the opinion, it was stated that when 
Alabama was admitted into the Union she 
succeeded to all the rights of sovereignty, 
jurisdiction and 
eminent 
domain 
which 
— Georgia possessed at the, time that Georgia 
ceded this territory to the Union. 
What effect an opinion rendered 80 years 
ago may have upon the present status of 
the Tennessee river is more than we can un­ 
dertake to say, but it seems that there is 
law on the side of the governor and his com­ 
mission. 
In his treatment of his subject, Mr. Weak­ 
ley went all the way back to the days in 
1497-98 when the Cabots first claimed these 
shores in the name of the King of England. 
Special conveyances since 1845 have prob­ 
ably nullified the decision rendered at that 
time by the Supreme court, as far as the 
Tennessee river is concerned, and there will 
be found many matters of legality which 
will bear on the contention of the governor 
that Alabama has rights at Muscle Shoals.

Excuses Inadequate 
The thread-bare excuse advanced 
for this procedure is that it has be­ 
come the live# and properties of 
Americana and other 
foreigners. 
The excuse is inadequate; the aim 
is to force the people of Nicaragua 
to accept the presidency of Adolfo 
Diaz, whom the 
United 
States 
has recognized in that capacity. 
The Diaz government would have 
been ovefliirawn weeks ago but 
for the efficient co-operation 
it 
has received from the American 
Navy at critical periods; the Navy 
landed marines at 
the 
moment 
when the Diaz forces were a t tho 
point of annihilation after the hard 
fought battle of 
Pearl 
Lagoon, 
which resulted in an overwhelming 
victory for the 
Constitutionalist 
forces. 
The defeated Diaz troops 
left arms, ammunition and other 
war m aterial in the hands of 
the 
Constitutionalists and fled to the 
“neutral zone” at El Bluff, where 
they claimed protection from the 
marines. The victors pursued them 
closely and cut off their retreat to­ 
wards Rama, in the interior, where 
they had hoped to join the garrison 
guarding that town. 
» 
White the battle at Pearl La­ 
goon was in progress the Ameri­ 
can intervention in favor of 
the 
Diaz government openly unmasked 
its purposes by declaring the towns 
of Puerto Cabezas and Rio Grande 
to be neutral zones to the great de­ 
trim ent of 
our 
operations. 
In 
Puerto Cabezas, where my govern­ 
ment was located, armed conflict 
between our troopa and the Am­ 
erican forces of occupation 
was 
avoided only by my direct orders. 
No Neutral Zones 
The best proof of the fact that 
the so-called “neutral zones” are 
not neutral but were established 
for the sole parpóse of aiding the 
illegal Diaz government, may be 
found in the following summary: 
1. 
The first neutral zones were 
established by the American gov­ 
ernment on the same day the Diaz 
troops were 
defeated 
and 
sur­ 
rounded by the Constitutionalists 
a t Pearl Lagoon. 
The American 
government’s experts, 
fully 
ex­ 
pecting the Liberal forces to lose 
the battle then in progress, calcu­ 
lated that the Liberals would be 
unable to retreat 
or 
reorganize 
without being driven back into the 
“neutral" territory set as a trap 
for them, where they would be dis- 
rmed and eliminated from fur- 
er fighting. 
But as 
the Diaz 
forces were thoroughly 
defeated 
and severely punished, the “neu­ 
tral” zone served merely to pre­ 
vent the victorious Constitutional­ 
ists from harvesting the full fruits 


•ral victory. 
2. 
The town of Rama, on 
th« 
Escondido river, was declared 
a 
neutral zona afta» 
tha Constitu­ 
tionalists advancing toward 
the 
town had captured the inUrmedi 
ate village of Monkey Ridge and 
Fruta de Pan, as well as three 
river boats belonging to the Diaz 
government. 
The action 
of 
the 
marines in declaring Rama to be 
a neutral son# prevented our army 
from capturing it and saved the 
Conservatives from another 
dis­ 
astrous defeat. 
Troopa On Duty 
8. 
The "neutral** zones estab­ 
lished by the marines in territories 
controlled by the Constitutional­ 
ists are entirely different in char­ 
acter from those in Diaz territory. 
In Bluefields, for instance, the Di­ 
az authorities are armed, they have 
troops doing garrison duty, they 
persecute defenseless citizens and 
imprison thoae suspected of Liber­ 
al affiliations, not bven excepting 
wounded men undergoing hospital 
treatm ent from such 
persecution. 
Police duty ip performed by Ameri­ 
can marines under the supervision 
of the Diaz officials. 
The different treatm ent accord­ 
ed neutral zona* in 
Conaervative 
and Liberal territory shows clear­ 
ly that the purpoae in establishing 
them is th at of aiding Diaz and 
his partisans. 
4. 
Strict censorship of the radio 
station at Puerto Cabazas was es­ 
tablished for the purpoae of pre­ 
venting the Coastittttiohalift gov­ 
ernment from communicating with 
the outside world or with Consti­ 
tutionalist forces in the field. Such 
restrict tens were not imposed 
at 
Bluefields. 
Illegal Actions 
5. 
The illegal and unprecedent­ 
ed action of the m arines in seizing 
arms and ammunition valued at 
3200,000 from the Constitutionalist 
forces at the entrance to the Rio 
Grande river and dumping them 
into the river, thus losing them to 
the Liberals. 
Navigation of this 
river has been obstructed for an 
indefinite time. 


venting them from obtaining pro­ 
visions, prohibiting the 
Constitu­ 
tionalist government from colW t- 
Ing revenue and from replenishing 
its stock of arms and war equip­ 
ment. 
. 
» 
All this is done with the deliber­ 
ate purpose of 
supporting 
the 
illegal presidency of Adolfo Diaz 
id forcing him upon the unwill­ 
ing people of Nicaragua, who have 
made so many sacrifices and shed 
their blood so generously 
to rid 
themselves once and for all of the 
hated Conservative regime. 
Never at any time during this 
civil war, waged for the sake 
of 
constitutional government, have tbe 
lives or properties of 
foreigners 
been in danger.
